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Sir: 

In the Election/Restriction Requirement mailed June 19, 2007, the Examiner 
required restriction of the above-identified patent application to one of the following groups of 
claims: 

Group I: Claims 1-18, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition; 
Group II: Claims 19 and 21, drawn to a method of treating or preventing 
the effects of a toxin. 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect Group I (Claims 1- 
1 8) directed to a pharmaceutical composition. 

The Examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where the applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise require 
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all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. In the event of 
rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and the rejoined process 
claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully examined for 
patentability in accordance with 37 C.F.R. §1.104.
